About 55 organizers 
were discharged, 14 retired and 30 
transferred to a new "sp eak er’s 
bureau."

Miss Josephine L. Downard of 112 E. 3rd 
St. receiv ed the following letter the other 
day from, the White Hou se: 
“The President has asked me to thank 
y ou for y ou r recent letter regarding the 
tariff on pottery . 
“ The President is. of cou rse, deeply in­ 
terested in the welfare of American indu s­ 
try and in any dev elopments cau sing or 
threatening seriou s inju ry to any segment 
of ou r produ ctiv e economy . 
“To protect 
against 
su ch 
inju ry , 
ou r 
trade agreements legislation prov ides sev ­ 
eral safegu ards. Before an^' trade agree­ 
ments are negotiated, the Tariff Commis­ 
sion inv estigates 
and 
reports 
u pon the 
probable consequ ences to domestic indu s­ 
tries of redu cing the tariff on any item 
proposed for negotiation. There is. in addi­ 
tion, the ‘escape clau se’ procedu re. A ny 
produ cer who believ es that increased im­ 
ports are cau sing or threatening seriou s 
inju ry can ask the Tariff Commission to 
u ndertake an inv estigation. In this man­ 
ner, all tne facts can be determined. If 
the Tariff Commission recommends action, 
the case wou ld then come before the Presi­ 
dent for his decision. 
“The President appreciates hav ing y ou r 
letter and wants y ou to know that he shall 
hav e y ou r thou ghts v ery mu ch in mind 


whenev er a tariff m atter affecting pot­ 
tery comes before him for decision” End 
of qu ote. 
The Tariff Commission and the 'escape 
clau se’ are not strangers to J. M 
Wells, 
E. L. Wheatley and others who hav e been 
pou nding on Washington’s door and the let­ 
ter as a whole contains no information that 
cou ld be classified as “ news.” 
Bu t there is one encou raging note in the 
fact that the letter itself receiv ed attention. 
A flood of similar letters certainly cou ld do 
no harm. And, who knows, a constant ham­ 
mering on the theme of the need for pro­ 
tection from foreign imports might do some 
good. 
Bu t, in v iew of the President’s latest call 
the other day for ex panding foreign trade 
and the right to keep cu tting tariffs, the 
letters mu st be many and they mu st present 
the pottery

logically . Name-calling will do no good. Bu t 
down-to-earth appeals shou ld. 
The pottery workers themselv es realize 
more than any one else how their pay check» 
hav e dwindled becau se of the imports of 
Japanese and other wares from aboard. 
Sit down now and tell Washington abou t 
It. Address y ou r letters to Mr. Gabriel Hau ge, 
Special Assistant To The President, T h e 
White Hou se, Washington. D.C. 
He’s the gentleman who replied to Miss 
Downard’s letter. And he’s the person who 
can be ex pected to carry y ou r appeal to the 
President himself. Speed is important. Get 
y ou r letter in the mail tomorrow. 


Kliriischev And The Co nsumer 


NTkita Khru shchev marked the beginning 


of his “chairmanship” of the Sov iet Union's 


committee gov ernment with a promise to 


be kind to consu mers. 
“We shall conqu er capitalism." he said, 
“ with a high lev el of work and a higher 
standard of liv ing.” 
This poses two of the prettiest problems 
of 20th-centu ry consu mer economics: 
Can a totalitarian gov ernment be kind to 
consu mers withou t becoming answerable to 
pu blic opinion and therefore less totalitarian? 
And can any gov ernment based on social­ 
ism enforce the au thority of the state by be­ 
coming 
less 
rather 
than 
more 
totali­ 
tarian? 
The new Ru ssian premier and tbe old first 
secretary of the Commu nist party is a shrewd 
man; he has to be to preserv e himself in 
the hu rly -bu rly of Sov iet politics. He knows 
what he is getting into by taking u p cu dgels 
for consu mers. 
It is the one thing no Ru ssian politician 
has done su ccessfu lly . When Georgi Malen­ 
kov made su ch a gestu re du ring his short­ 
liv ed premiership, the boom was lowered on 
him so cru shingly he nev er recov ered. 
Under socialism, the people owe ev ery ­ 
thing to the state. They are told nothing, 
promised nothing and giv en nothing and u l 


timately are su pposed to be reconciled to 
holding equ al non-v oting shares in their 
common pov erty . 
Bu t if they ev er were allowed to hav e the 
idea that the state owed them something 
In retu rn, the totalitarians wou ld become 
answerable to the people. The state wou ld 
hav e to 
serv e them 
according 
to 
their 
wants, not according to the state’s v ersion 
of their needs. 
At that point, totalitarianism wou ld begin 
to cru mble. There wou ld begin to be m u r­ 
mu rs of dissent if the state proposed to 
spend more money shooting at the moon 
than it proposed to spend on the people’s 
down-to-earth needs 
Here and there, disrespectfu l dou bts wou ld 
be v oiced abou t the wisdom of cosfly proj­ 
ects 
gu aranteed 
to 
be 
indispensable 
by 
spokesmen for the state bu t strongly chal­ 
lenged by spokesmen for the consu ming pu b­ 
lic. 
No-v otes wou ld begin to pop u p in elec­ 
tions. Pressu re blocs wou ld organize to get 
more bortsch for the ru ble. Gu ns wou ld not 
take precedence ov er lard and cav iar. Great 
ham m er and sickle! 
Prem ier Khru shchev 
might ev en hav e to play politics with the 
farm 
v ote! 
Consu mer 
economics 
wou ld 
fnake a 
dreadfu l mess of Mr. Khru sh­ 
chev 's “chairmanship.” 


A Co iintrv Thai Ro lled Its Own 


This is going to su ggest a preposterou s 
idea abou t what has tu rned into a prepos­ 
terou s state of affairs. 
'The preposterou s idea is that something 
went ou t of the American way of life when 
smokers qu it rolling their own. 
We hasten to point ou t that this will not 
offend manu factu rers of tailor-made cigar­ 
ettes, whose sales zoomed significantly in 
1957 . They will continu e to do all right. 
Smokers who rolled their own learned to 
be self-reliant in more way s than the sleight- 
of-hand feat of du mping a teaspoonfu l of 
slippery tobacco on a tiny sheet of flim.sy 
paper and transforming it into a cigarette. 
Any one who cou ld get the hang of this was 
a good bet to get the hang of almost any thing, 
inclu ding hookwinking. 
This is the nev er-lost bu t frequ ently u n­ 
derrated art of blinding the ey es of a v ic­ 
tim who is abou t to be fooled, to make the 
fooling easier. 


The Once Ov er 


Chu rch architects in a Chicago conv ention 
hav e come ou t for cu rrent chu rch sty les. All 
14 awards went to ex ponents of the sev erely 
simple chu ck of wood or brick, almost wholly 
free from the u nrestricted beau ty that gav e 
the world its temples throu gh the y ears. 
Nev ertheless, to this corner it looks as if 
man, after hav ing his chu rch pray ers for 
personal 
prosperity 
answered, 
made 
the 
chu rch his first v ictim of boom era. 
Of cou rse, it is almost impossible al to­ 
day ’s prices of labor and material to erect 
magnificent chu rches of the past. Bu t are 
we really try ing’ There was a rev erential 
beau ty in the solidly bu ilt, towering chu rches 
of y esterday , with u nforgettable stained glass 
windows, awe-inspiring towers and priceless 
altars of ex qu isite design. 
Here was the cathedral, howev er small. 
It cou ld nev er be confu sed at a distance 
with a su permarket or a new iron mill. There 
was nothing abou t it to su ggest bargain hu nt­ 
ing, cu t bu dgets, good enou gh equ ipment or 
the profit-u rge in indu stry and the labor 
trades. There was no skimping in erecting 
the Hou se of God. It was done in the spirit 
of the Biblical “ I hav e lov ed the beau ty of 
Thy hou se and the place where Thy glory 
dwelleth.” There was fine marble, Vermont 
granite, the finest wood and the best arti- 
tectu re. 
As costs 
soared 
and 
more 
and 
more 
chu rches were demanded, it became hard if 
not impossible to bu ild in the spirit of per­ 
fection and for the last few y ears the whole 
trend has been for u nimposing chu rches, 
with a sacrifice of beau ty for economy . 
We are in an era of the “produ ction ty pe’* 


It is an art being practiced diligently right 


now by people who are try ing to fool other 


people into believ ing there is a qu ack cu re 
for the slowdown in bu y ing — some painless 


way to get rid of the economic belly ache. 
Hoodwinking is nothing new. What is new 
is today ’s easy acceptance of hoodwinkers. 
Schemes for blinding people that wou ld hav e 
been hooted into disrepu te when Americans 
were still rolling their own now are perm it­ 
ted to u ndergo seriou s consideration and 
solemn debate. No one dares to lau gh at or 
ridicu le them for fear of retaliation by pres­ 
su re blocs scaring the remnants of manhood 
ou t of a generation of politicians whose an­ 
cestors mu st all hav e been Easter bu nnies. 
Actu ally , this cou ntry nev er did need a 
good 5-cent cigar. Bu t it cou ld u se some roll- 
y ou r-own thinking abou t the ideas of the 
freaks who are hoping to hoodwink Amer­ 
icans into socialism.

and tracing down thou sands of fi­ 
nancial transactions.” 
'Hiis led to the “proof that Dav e 
Beck . . . had taken, rather than 
borrowed, $37 0,000 of the fu nds of 
that u nion." 
I do not env y Mr. Bellino his ad­ 
v entu res among Beck’s dou ble en­ 
tries, for I am one who made a 
peace pact with my old college in­ 
stru ctors. I promised to qu it the 
accou nting field If they threw me 
my degree. 


SO IT’S WITH considerable awe 
that I also report that another com­ 
mittee 
inv estigator 
probing 
an­ 
other u nion, went throu gh 600,000 
cancelled checks. This sou nds ex ­ 
ceedingly painstaking to me. And 
I am su rprised to hear honorable 
men now charging the committee 
with u nleashing figu res for which 
it cannot accou nt. 
The criticism is lev eled at the 
Senate statement that some 10 mil­ 
lion dollars has been taken or mis­ 
u sed inside the fiv e u nions inv esti­ 
gated by Sen. John McClellan and 
his colleagu es, their cou nsel. Bob 
Kennedy and 
his 
staff, 
which 
sometimes had 45 specialists from 
the gov ernment’s General Accou nt­ 
ing Office, in addition to its regu ­ 
lar complement of 34 inv estigators. 
Fact is that the total for which 
these bespectacled sleu ths can ac­ 
cou nt is 13 million dollars. The 
committee, in the spirit of the 
times, knicked the figu re down to 
rou nd off the su m — and some 
tempers, too. 
A big chu nk of whsTt needs to be 
accou nted for the committee at­ 
tribu tes to Jam es R. Hoffa, su c­ 
cessor to Dav e Beck. That amou nt 
reaches $2,400,000, say the racket- 
bu sters. 


THE COMMITTEE report say s: 
“ In addition to his bu siness en­ 
terprise. the committee finds that 
Jam es R. Hoffa, grossly misu sed 
some $2,400,000 in fu nds of Local 
299. Joint Cou ncil 43 (Detroit), the 
Michigan Conference of Teamsters 
and 
the Central 
Conference 
of 
Teamsters. 
As the committee du g throu gh 
other u nions it fou nd similar “mis­ 
u se” of almost two million dollars 
in the Philadelphia local of the 
Operating Engineers; some $800,- 
000 by Frank Brewster in the 
Teamsters 
Western 
Conferences 
and almost $200,000 in the old AFL 
United Tex tile Workers — ju st to 
list a few su ms on a sliding scale. 
The committee can accou nt for 
the other amou nts — for nev er has 
the nation gotten so mu ch mileage 
ou t of an inv estigation. And I do 
mean mileage. Du ring 1957 . the 
staff trav eled a total of 650,000 
miles. 


THEY 
INTERVIEWED 
some

When W 
C 
Handy , father of 
the blu es, died at the age of 84, 
all of u s who remembered when 
his kind of mu sic was new felt like 
singing the blu es, too. 
This was not entirely becau se of 
ou r age, either. 
We hav e spanned an era in mu sic 
and ran ou t of steam; that is ou r 
big trou ble. When Mr. Handy ’s hot 
licks on the cornet finally reached 
ou r ears, we were at an age when 
this nov el mu sic cou ld make fad­ 
dists ou t of u s. 
The tru th is. we stood agape, we 
twitched 
and 
swooned 
and 
we 
made mu sical monkey s of ou r­ 
selv es. The sociologists and others 
who generalize abou t su ch things 
du bbed u s the “children of the 
jazz age.” 
Now we are at an age when 
nov el mu sic merely jars ou r finer, 
cu ltiv ated sensibilities. We are as 
hostile to the cacophony of the 
rockers ’n’ rollers as the balladists 
were to “Memphis Blu es” and “St. 
Lou is Blu es” w'hen Mr. Handy blu e 
them into their mu sical orbits. 
The obv iou s reason for this—the 
reason we cannot u nderstand the 
“children of the new jazz age”— 
is the cry stallization of ou r mu s­ 
ical taste. Ou r mu sical arteries 
hav e hardened. We hav e no capac­ 
ity for taking aboard a new set 
of sou nds. 
The thou ght that Elv is Presley 
and his kind may be enshrined 
some day as contribu tors to the 
world’s mu sical cu ltu re makes u s 
swallow hard and wish for a glass 
of cold water with a little some­ 
thing in it. 
Su rely , these u pstarts are not to 
be taken seriou sly .

Ex ploratory tests arc needed to 
adv ance peacefu l as well as mili­ 
tary u ses of atomic energy . Test­ 
ing is important, moreov er, be­ 
cau se deterrent weapons hav e to 
be dev eloped by the United States 
so as to keep some one-man gov ­ 
ernment from su ddenly plu nging 
the world into a war that cou ld 
wipe ou t millions of liv es. 
H Sov iet Ru ssia cou ld prev ent 
the u se of nu clear bombs, its con­ 
v entional forces are big enou gh to­ 
day to conqu er western Eu rope. 
So the Sov iet game is to get the 
West to giv e u p nu clear weapons 
while the Commu nist armies of 
Ru ssia and Red China dominate

WASHINGTON 
These nex t few months are a 
good time for Nikita Khru shchev — 
the new one-man bos.s of the Sov iet 
U n i 0 n — to produ ce sensations 
which might range from space 
flights to startling maneu v ers in 
world affairs. 
The first sensation has already 
occu rred. The Sov iet Union an­ 
nou nced y esterday — when there 
was worldwide agitation for su ch 
a mov e—that it wou ld v olu ntarily 
ban nu clear weapons tests. 
This cou ld hav e been done last 
week—there were ru mors it was 
coming — before Khru shchev had 
been made premier in place of 
Nikolai Bu lganin. The latter had 
been only a front man for Khru sh­ 
chev any way . 
That the annou ncement was de­ 
lay ed u ntil Khru shchev became 
fu ll boss, in name as well as in 
fact, wou ld indicate he attached 
importance to the timing; after he 
became premier. 
Time means a lot to Khru shchev 
becau se it’s ru nning ou t on him: 
h« ’s 64. He has taken on himself, 
singlehandedly , the fu tu re of So­ 
v iet commu nism and the progress 
of commu nism ev ery where. 
Any 
blame 
for 
things 
gone 
wrong hereafter will be his alone. 
Now sensational Sov iet scientific 
achiev ements wou ld 
solidify his 
position at home—giv ing him the 
kind of Sov iet dev otion and spirit 
he needs for internal su ccess—and 
enormou sly increase his prestige 
and influ ence abroad. 
Bold diplomatic strokes—partic­ 
u larly in the direction of peace— 
not only wou ld giv e commu nism 
a terrific and persu asiv e propa­ 
ganda v alu e bu t perhaps throw 
him into the position of world 
leadership 
among 
men, 
if 
not 
among nations. 
At this moment for v ariou s rea­ 
sons the United States, which has 
leadership of the Western world, 
at least, is rocking along stodgily 
and u nimaginativ ely , nu rsing the 
statu s qu o, taking one propaganda 
beating after another from the 
U.S.S.R. 
Stalin, last Sov iet one-man boss, 
had far more time than Khru sh­ 
chev to riv et down his leadership 
indispu tably . He was 45 when he 
took ov er at Lenin’s death in 1924. 
It took him at least a decade 
after that — throu gh one-by one 
elimination of his riv als and final­ 
ly throu gh mass pu rges—to giv e 
him the absolu te control he want­ 
ed to shape the Sov iet fu tu re. 
Bu t Khru shchev sev eral y ears 
ago—-by his pu blic repu diation of 


Stalin’s bloody tactics—pu t him­ 
self in the position of a man who 
will hav e to depend on achiev e­ 
ment rather than on bloody v io­ 
lence for su ccess. 
So far, he’s followed that line. 
He’s eliminated his. riv als simply 
by shov ing them into back seats. 
If things got tou gh for him. or if 
those riv als whom he thru st into 
the shadows tried to gang u p on 
him, he might feel it necessary to 
ou t-Stalin Stalin. There’s no rea­ 
son y et to think he’ll try that. 
Since therefore, it wou ld seem, 
he will hav e to depend on achiev e­ 
ment and time is ru nning ou t on 
him at his age, it’s likely he will 
try a bold and imaginativ e road. 
He’s shown plenty of boldness and 
imagination already .

Whatever the eventual results, at least 
line district resident — in addition to labor 
and management — has someone in Washing­ 
ton thinking about the plight of the pottery’ 
industry. 
Miss Josephine L. Downard of 112 E. 3rd 
St. received the following letter the other 
day from, the White House: 
“The President has asked me to thank 
you for your recent letter regarding the 
tariff on pottery. 
“ The President is. of course, deeply in­ 
terested in the welfare of American indus­ 
try and in any developments causing or 
threatening serious injury to any segment 
of our productive economy. 
“To protect 
against 
such injury, 
our 
trade agreements legislation provides sev­ 
eral safeguards. Before any trade agree­ 
ments are negotiated, the Tariff Commis­ 
sion investigates 
and reports 
upon the 
probable consequences to domestic indus­ 
tries of reducing the tariff on any item 
proposed for negotiation. There is. in addi­ 
tion. the ‘escape clause’ procedure. A n y 
producer who believes that increased im­ 
ports are causing or threatening serious 
injury can ask the Tariff Commission to 
undertake an investigation. In this man­ 
ner. all the facts can be determined. If 
the Tariff Commission recommends action, 
the case would then come before the Presi­ 
dent for his decision. 
“The President appreciates having your 
letter and wants you to know that he shall 
have your thoughts very much in mind 


whenever a tariff m atter affecting pot­ 
tery comes before him for decision.” End 
of quote. 
The Tariff Commission and the 'escape 
clause’ are not strangers to J. M. Wells, 
E. L. Wheatley and others who have been 
pounding on Washington's door and the let­ 
ter as a whole contains no information that 
could be classified as “ newsJ* 
But there is one encouraging note in the 
fact that the letter itself received attention. 
A flood of similar letters certainly could do 
no harm And, who knows, a constant ham­ 
mering on the theme of the need for pro­ 
tection from foreign imports might do some 
good. 
But. in view of the President’s latest call 
the other day for expanding foreign trade 
and the right to keep cutting tariffs, the 
letters must be many and they must present 
the pottery 
industry’s 
case 
sensibly 
and 
logically. Name-calling will do no good. But 
down-to-earth appeals should. 
The pottery workers themselves realize 
more than anyone else how their paychecks 
have dwindled because of the imports of 
Japanese and other wares from aboard 
Sit down now and tell Washington about 
it.

Khruschev And The Consumer 


Nikita Khrushchev marked the beginning 


of his “chairmanship” of the Soviet Union s 


committee government with a promise to 


be kind to consumers 


“We shall conquer capitalism," he said, 
“ with a high level of work 
and a higher 
standard of living ” 


This poses two of the prettiest problems 
of 20th-century consumer economics: 
Can a totalitarian government be kind to 
consumers without becoming answerable to 
public opinion and therefore less totalitarian? 
And can any government based on social­ 
ism enforce the authority of the state by be­ 
coming 
less 
rather 
than 
more totali­ 
tarian? 
The new Russian premier and the old first 
secretary of the Communist party is a shrewd 
man: he has to b* to preserve himself in 
the hurly-burly of Soviet politics. He knows 
what he is getting into by taking up cudgels 
for consumers. 
It is the one thing no Russian politician 
has done successfully. When Georgi Malen­ 
kov made such a gesture during his short­ 
lived premiership, the boom was lowered on 
him so crushingly he never recovered. 
Under 
socialism, the people owe 
every­ 
thing to the state They are told nothing, 
promised nothing and given nothing and ul 


timately are supposed to be reconciled to 
holding equal non-voting shares in their 
common poverty. 
But if they ever were allowed to have the 
Idea that the state owed them something 
in return, the totalitarians would become 
answerable to the people. The state would 
have to serve them 
according 
to their 
wants, not according to the state's version 
of their needs. 
At that point, totalitarianism would begin 
to crumble. There would begin to be mur­ 
murs of dissent if the state proposed to 
spend more money shooting at the moon 
than it proposed to spend on the people's 
down-to-earth needs. 
Here and there, disrespectful doubts would 
be voiced about the wisdom of costly proj­ 
ects 
guaranteed 
to 
be 
indispensable 
by 
spokesmen for the state but strongly chal­ 
lenged by spokesmen for the consuming pub­ 
lic. 
No-votes would begin to pop up in elec­ 
tions. Pressure blocs would organize to get 
more bortsch for the ruble. Guns would not 
take precedence over lard and caviar. Great 
hammer and sickle! 
Premier Khrushchev 
might even have to play politics with the 
farm 
vote! 
Consumer 
economics 
would 
make a 
dreadful mess of Mr. Khrush­ 
chev’s “chairmanship.” 


A Country That Rolled Its Own 


This is going to suggest a preposterous 
idea about what has turned into a prepos­ 
terous state of affairs. 
The preposterous idea is that something 
went out of the American way of life when 
smokers quit rolling their own. 
We hasten to point out that this will not 
offend manufacturers of tailor-made cigar­ 
ettes, whose sales zoomed significantly in 
1957. They will continue to do all right. 
Smokers who rolled their own learned to 
be self-reliant in more ways than the sleight- 
of-hand feat of dumping a teaspoonful of 
slippery tobacco on a tiny sheet of flimsy 
paper and transforming it into a cigarette 
Anyone who could get the hang of this was 
a good bet to get the hang of almost anything, 
including hookwinking. 
This is the never-lost but frequently un­ 
derrated art of blinding the eyes of a vic­ 
tim who is about to be fooled, to make the 
fooling easier. 


The Once Over 


Church architects in a Chicago convention 
have come out for current church styles. All 
14 awards went to exponents of the severely 
simple chuck of wood or brick, almost wholly 
free from the unrestricted beauty that gave 
the world its temples through the years.

There 
was nothing about it to suggest bargain hunt­ 
ing, cut budgets, good enough equipment or 
the profit-urge in industry and the labor 
trades. There was no skimping in erecting 
the House of God. It was done in the spirit 
of the Biblical “ I have loved the beauty of 
Thy house and the place where Thy glory 
dwelleth.” There was fine marble. Vermont 
granite, the finest wood and the best arti- 
tecture. 
As costs 
soared 
and 
more and more 
churches were demanded, it became hard if 
not impossible to build in the spirit of per­ 
fection and for the last few’ years the whole 
trend has been for unimposing churches, 
with a sacrifice of beauty for economy. 
We are in an era of the “production type” 


It is an art being practiced diligently right 


now by people who are trying to fool other

Hoodwinking is nothing new. What is new 
is today’s easy acceptance of hoodwinked.

But it could use some roll- 
your-own thinking about the ideas of the 
freaks who are hoping to hoodwink Amer­ 
icans into socialism.

Beck . . . had taken, rather than 
borrowed, $370,000 of the funds of 
that union.” 
I do not envy Mr. Bellino his ad­ 
ventures among Beck’s double en­ 
tries. for I am one who made a 
peace pact with my old college in­ 
structors. I promised to quit the 
accounting field if they threw me 
my degree. 


SO IT’S WITH considerable awe 
that I also report that another com­ 
mittee 
investigator 
probing 
an­ 
other union, went through 600.000 
cancelled checks. This sounds ex­ 
ceedingly painstaking to me. And 
I am surprised to hear honorable 
men now charging the committee 
with unleashing figures for which 
it cannot account. 
The criticism is leveled at the 
Senate statement that some IO mil­ 
lion dollars has been taken or mis­ 
used inside the five unions investi­ 
gated by Sen. John McClellan and 
his colleagues, their counsel, Bob 
Kennedy and 
his 
staff, 
which 
sometimes had 45 specialists from 
the government’s General Account­ 
ing Office, in addition to its regu­ 
lar complement of 34 investigators. 
Fact is that the total for which 
these bespectacled sleuths can ac­ 
count is 13 million dollars. The 
committee, in the spirit of the 
times, knicked the figure down to 
round off the sum — and some 
tempers, too. 
A big chunk of what needs to be 
accounted for the committee at­ 
tributes to James R. Hoffa, suc­ 
cessor to Dave Beck. That amount 
reaches $2,400,000. say the racket- 
busters. 


THE COMMITTEE report says: 
“ In addition to his business en­ 
terprise. the committee finds that 
Jam es R. Hoffa, grossly misused 
some $2,400,000 in funds of Local 
299. Joint Council 43 (Detroit \ the 
Michigan Conference of Teamsters 
and 
the Central 
Conference of 
Teamsters. 
As the committee dug through 
other unions it found similar “mis­ 
use” of almost two million dollars 
in the Philadelphia local of the 
Operating Engineers; some $800,- 
000 by Frank Brewster in the 
Teamsters 
Western 
Conferences 
and almost $200,000 in the old AFL 
United Textile Workers — just to 
list a Tew sums on a sliding scale. 
The committee can account for 
the other amounts — for never has 
the nation gotten so much mileage 
out of an investigation. And I do 
mean mileage. During 1957, the 
staff traveled a total of 650,000 
miles. 


THEY 
INTERVIEWED 
some 
16,000 persons in 44 stales. This 
made it a ratio of 35 witnesses for 
everyone who actually took the 
stand. Bob Kennedy issued 2,740 
subpenas for individuals, bank rec­ 
ords, union records and other vital 
information. Semi-permanent staff 
headquarters were opened in ll 
big cities.

When W 
C 
Handy, father of 
the blues, died at the age of 84. 
all of us who remembered when 
his kind of music was new felt like 
singing the blues, too. 
This was not entirely because of 
our age, either. 
We have spanned an era in music 
and ran out of steam; that is our 
big trouble. When Mr. Handy’s hot 
licks on the cornet finally reached 
our ears, we were at an age when 
this novel music could make fad­ 
dists out of us. 
The truth is. we stood agape, we 
twitched 
and 
swooned 
and 
we 
made musical monkeys of our­ 
selves. The sociologists and others 
who generalize about such things 
dubbed us the “children of the 
jazz age.” 
Now we are at an age when 
novel music merely jars our finer, 
cultivated sensibilities. We are as 
hostile to the cacophony of the 
rockers ’n’ rollers as the balladists 
were to “Memphis Blues” and “St. 
Louis Blues” when Mr. Handy blue 
them into their musical orbits. 
The obvious reason for this—the 
reason we cannot understand the 
“children of the new jazz age”— 
is the crystallization of our mus­ 
ical taste. Our musical arteries 
have hardened. We have no capac­ 
ity for taking aboard a new set 
of sounds. 
The thought that Elvis Presley 
and his kind may be enshrined 
some day as contributors to the 
world’s musical culture makes us 
swallow hard and wish for a glass 
of cold water with a little some­ 
thing in it. 
Surely, these upstarts are not to 
be taken seriously. 
Well, Mr. Handy and the Pio­ 


neers of the new music with a 
beat were not worth taking seri­ 
ously, either, until they had built 
up such a tremendous following 
they could not be ignored. 
It does not require an electronic 
brain to figure out that their fol­ 
lowing never came close to being 
as tremendous as the childlike fol­ 
lowers of the Pied Pipers of the 
newer kind of music with a beat. 
So we old-timers must make the 
hardest of all choices—to stand 
pat or keep moving—to continue 
our devotion to “St. Louis Blues” 
or stride forward into the new, 
bright era of “ Wake Up, Little 
Susie.” 
We can cling to what we learned 
to like when we were the jazz 
generation, or we can set it tender­ 
ly aside and learn to like what the 
new jazz generation likes. 
We can stuff our ears or we can 
get with it and learn to strum 
the geetar and make our voices 
crack whilst we tremble and twitch 
like yellow fever victims. 
It is the hardest of all choices. 
Some of us, as it happens, still 
turn mellow inside at the corny 
sound of “The Trail of the Lone­ 
some Pine” and “The Bird in a 
Gilded Cage.” 
We never entirely outgrew that 
musical era, either. We are in 
three eras, not just two—and who 
can say what may come when 
rock ’n’ roll has yodeled through 
its primitive, lusty beginnings in­ 
to the effeteness thai ultimately 
engulfed good, healthy, primitive 
jazz? 
Maybe it would be easier, all 
things considered, to take up the 
Chinese scale and start our own 
musical cult.

The biggest hoax of our times is 
the Soviet - inspired drive to stop 
the testing of nuclear weapons.

A u t horita- David Lawrence 
tive evidence has been produced 
again 
and 
again 
by 
reputable 
scientists that fallout from nuclear 
weapons tests has not added any 
real danger. But somehow this evi­ 
dence is constantly ignored and the 
S o v i e t 
propaganda 
campaign 
moves on because the truth is not 
conspicuously displayed. 
Over the weekend came a joint 
statement 
from 
160 
scientists 
gathered 
at 
Lausanne, 
Switzer­ 
land. where, under the auspices of 
th? Swiss Academy of Medicine, a 
three-day symposium was held “to 
determine all the long-range con­ 
sequences 
of 
radio - activity.” 
There were representatives pres­ 
ent from the United States, France, 
Italy, West Germany, The Nether­ 
lands, 
Belgium, N o r w a y and 
Switzerland. An invitation to at­ 
tend 
was 
declined 
by 
Soviet 
scientists. 
This is what the imposing group 
of scientists assembled in Switzer­ 
land had to say in their formal 
communique: 
“Thanks mainly to the extensive 
and painstaking research conduct­ 
ed in the Anglo-Saxon countries, it 
appears well established that the 
increase in atmospheric radioac­ 
tivity and in radioactive fall out 
does not play any essential part 
and does not have any practical 
importance when compared to nat­ 
ural radiation. 
“The values which have been re­ 
corded do not, in any case, con­ 
stitute a danger to the health of 
mankind.” 


NOTHING COULD be more ex­ 
plicit and reassuring. Yet this very 
point has been made again and 
again, as, for instance, by the Na­ 
tional 
Academy of Sciences in 
America. But within a short time 
after such pronouncements are is­ 
sued, there are always a few scien­ 
tists who come out with rebuttals 
or with arguments that the layman 
cannot understand but which keep 
the scare going. Nothing pleases 
Moscow more. 
It may or may not be significant 
that some of the persons in the 
scientific field here 
and 
abroad 
wh > hold ideological attitudes sim- 
i’ar to the Communists are among 
the most ardent of the advocates 
of the theory that nuclear weapons 
tests are highly dangerous. One of 
the scientists in the forefront of 
the agitation is a man who has re­ 
fused security clearance by our 
government in certain research 


work He may have been unjustly 
accused and it may, of course, be 
sheer coincidence that he is argu­ 
ing so vehemently against the de­ 
termination made by the Atomic 
Energy Commission to continue 
testing. 
The agitation is not confined to 
this country. West Germany is in 
the 
m i d s t 
of 
demonstrations 
fomented 
by 
Communist 
sym­ 
pathizers who want 
no atomic 
weapons supplied to NATO forces 
there. 


MOST SENSATIONAL now, how­ 
ever, is the Soviet government's 
announcement that it will stop test­ 
ing nuclear weapons on its own 
and will not ask for any interna­ 
tional agreement before doing so. 
This is already hailed 
in 
some 
quarters in America a 
a smart 
propaganda move. But are we so 
gullible as to applaud a 
policy 
which can be changed at will in 
three or si c mo^ chs but which for 
the time bsing would, if concurred 
in 
here, 
stop 
some 
important 
Americar tests just as they are 
about to be made? 
In thif, connection, it is interest­ 
ing to note that Dr. Willard F 
Libby, famed scientist who is a 
member of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission, said in a speech at 
the Switzerland meeting last week 
that a bomb had been fired under­ 
ground in recent tests in Nevada 
and that “essentially no radioac­ 
tivity, even that belonging to such 
a volatile material as radioactive 
krypton, escaped to any consider­ 
able degree.” 
Dr. Libby says this means “ it 
Is possible at least in certain types 
of weapons tests to contain and 
eliminate radioactive fallout” 


HE POINTS OUT. too, that “per­ 
sons living at high altitudes on 
granitic rocks always have receiv­ 
ed extra 
radiation many times 
greater than is contained in the 
radioactive fallout from the testing 
of nuclear weapons and even those 
living 
on 
certain 
sedimentary 
rocks at sea level always have re­ 
ceived about IO to 20 times the 
present fallout dose.” 
Despite the existence of bioloci- 
cal hazards of one kind or another 
constantly affecting a small per­ 
centage of the world’s population 
due to medical X-rays, the sun s 
rays and other natural causes, life 
has to go on. 
Exploratory tests are needed to 
advance peaceful as well as mili­ 
tary uses of atomic energy. Test­ 
ing is important, moreover, be­ 
cause deterrent weapons have to 
be developed by the United Stales 
so as to keep some one-man gov­ 
ernment from suddenly plunging 
the world into a war that could 
wipe out millions of lives. 
Tf Soviet Russia could prevent 
the use of nuclear bombs, its con­ 
ventional forces are big enough to­ 
day to conquer western Europe. 
So the Soviet game is to get the 
West to give up nuclear weapons 
while the Communist armies of 
Russia and Red China dominate 
Europe and Asia.

A Time For Sensation

WASHINGTON 
These next few months are a 
good time for Nikita Khrushchev— 
the new one-man boss of the Soviet 
U n i o n — to produce sensations 
which might range from space 
flights to startling maneuvers in 
world affairs. 
The first sensation has already 
occurred. The Soviet Union an­ 
nounced yesterday — when there 
was worldwide agitation for such 
a move—that it would voluntarily 
ban nuclear weapons tests. 
This could have been done last 
week—there were rumors it was 
coming — before Khrushchev had 
been made premier in place of 
Nikolai Bulganin. The latter had 
been only a front man for Khrush­ 
chev anyway. 
That the announcement was de­ 
layed until Khrushchev became 
full boss, in name as well as in 
fact, would indicate he attached 
importance to the timing: after he 
became premier. 
Time means a lot to Khrushchev 
because it’s running out on him: 
he’s 64. He has taken on himself, 
singlehandedly, the future of So­ 
viet communism and the progress 
of communism everywhere. 
Any 
blame 
for 
things 
gone 
wrong hereafter will be his alone. 
Now sensational Soviet scientific 
achievements would 
solidify his 
position at home—giving him the 
kind of Soviet devotion and spirit 
he needs for internal success—and 
enormously increase his prestige 
and influence abroad. 
Bold diplomatic strokes—partic­ 
ularly in the direction of peace— 
not only would give communism 
a terrific and persuasive propa­ 
ganda value but perhaps throw 
him into the position of world 
leadership 
among 
men, 
if 
not 
among nations. 
At this moment for various rea­ 
sons the United States, which has 
leadership of the Western world, 
at least, is rocking along stodgily 
and unimaginatively, nursing the 
status quo. taking one propaganda 
beating after another from the 
U.S.S.R. 
Stalin, last Soviet one-man boss, 
had far more time than Khrush­ 
chev to rivet down his leadership 
indisputably. He was 45 when he 
took over at Lenin’s death in 1924. 
It took him at least a decade 
after that — through one-by one 
elimination of his rivals and final­ 
ly through mass purges—to give 
him the absolute control he want­ 
ed to shape the Soviet future. 
But Khrushchev several years 
ago—by his public repudiation of 


Stalin’s bloody tactics—put him­ 
self in the position of a man who 
will have to depend on achieve­ 
ment rather than on bloody vio­ 
lence for success. 
So far, he’s followed that line. 
He's eliminated his rivals simply 
by shoving them into back seats. 
If things got tough for him. or if 
those rivals whom he thrust into 
the shadows tried to gang up on 
him. he might feel it necessary to 
out-Stalin Stalin. There’s no rea­ 
son yet to think he’ll try that. 
Since therefore, it would seem, 
he will have to depend on achieve­ 
ment and time is running out on 
him at his age, it’s likely he will 
try a bold and imaginative road. 
He’s shown plenty of boldness and 
imagination already.

The 62-year-old Prime Minister 
will he in a pow erful position to I 
rule as his party wills for the next 
five years. 
The largest number of members 
any party ever had before was the 
199 seats the Liberals won in 1949

June. Diefenbaker had been gov­ 
erning with only 113. Kl less than 
a majority. 
The Prime Minister swung into 
action immediately. He announced 
he was calling Parliament back 
into session at the earliest moment 
to tackle the unemployment prob­ 
lem, which he described as the 
No. I issue before the country, j 
Unemployment was one of the 
big campaign issues. Diefenbaker 
proposed a billion-dollar develop­ 
ment program to take up some of 
the 
slack.

Pearson's plan 
for tax cuts of approximately 400 
million dollars. 
There was no pat explanation 
for the runaway vote Diefenbaker 
had been generally picked to win 
a majority in the House, but not 
even his most ardent supporters! 
expected such a sweep 
diefenbaker made a strong ap­ 
peal to voters during the cam­ 
paign to give him a chance to put 
his program into effect. It ap­ 
peared that many of them swung j 
to him to do just that 
Pearson, former foreign secre­ 
tary and winner of the 1957 Nobel 
Peace Prize, expressed determin­ 
ation to rebuild his battered party 
for the future.

WASHINGTON J* — Chairman* 
John C. Doerfer of the Federal 
Communications Commission says 
he knew very little about favors, I 
ranging from TV sets to enter- j 
tamment in Havana, accorded the 
FCC by the National Broadcast­ 
ing Co. 
Doerter took that stand after 
House 
investigators 
produced 
a 
list of favors by the big radio and 
TV network to members and em­ 
ployes of the FCC, which regu­ 
lates the broadcasting industry. 
The list, supplied to the special 
House subcommittee by NBC Vice 
President Thomas E. prvin. in-; 
eluded such items as at least 50 
social functions between 1949 and 
1957. 


The list also cited transistor ra­ 
dios for commissioners, three TV j 
sets—one of them for color televi­ 
sion — for Doerfer, 52 Christmas 
presents for FCC people in 1956. 
prizes for the FCC girls’ bowling 
league and $42 for “entertainment 
in Havana.” There was no elabor­ 
ation of the Havana item. 
The list was read into the record 
by Robert W. Lishman, the sub­ 
committee’s chief counsel, when 
Doerfer returned to the witness 
stand to give some details of his 
travel expenses. 
Doerfer said he knew very little 
about what NBC had done for his 
agency. He said he didn’t know, 
for example, about prizes ranging 
from $18.25 to $32 50 for the girls’ I 
bowling league.

Among the IO resolutions, which 
were approved earlier at regional 
conventions in St. Louis and San 
Francisco, is one calling for a 
higher salary schedule for teach­ 
ers, although no figures are giv­ 
en 
Securing and retaming of high 
quality personnel is "the gravest 
problem facing American educa­ 
tio n " the resolution says. 
Another resolution calls for an 
extension of the school year to 
meet expanded educational needs. 
while anither opposes merit pay 
for teachers because of lack of 
good evaluating procedures. 
Chester 
Bowles, 
former 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
to 
India, 
told 
the 
s c h o o l administrators Monday 
night that Russian leaders soon 
will be faced with the problem of 
how far to let education in their 
country progress. 
He said that Russian industry 
could not continue to expand rap­ 
idly without the encouragement of 
free scientific inquiry*. 
"But. once awakened, how can 
the spirit of free inquiry be con­ 
g e d to the sciences?” he asked. 
Bowles said the Kremlin would 
be faced with the choice of re­ 
stricting 
education 
and 
risking 
"explosive political byproducts.” 
School Supt. Martin W. Essex 
of Akron said in an interview that 
American education suddenly has 
become “the'hope of the world.” 
Essex, president-elect of the as­ 
sociation, said the American peo­ 
ple do not realize what a high 
point education here has reached 
Calling attention to a group of 
foreign delegates here for the con­ 
vention. Dr. Essex said “ all of 
them are here to see how Ameri­ 
can schools work.” 
He deplored the fact that the 
American school system “sudden­ 
ly has become a whipping boy 
for the people at home.” 
“ People tend to look for some­ 
thing to kick around,” he said

For many months we have all 


been shocked with 
news

crimes among youths, especially 


in the larger cities. In more re­ 
cent 
months, 
many

crimes report­ 
ed 
have cen­ 
tered in some 
junior and sen­ 
ior 
h i g h 
schools, espec­ 
ially in N e w 
York 
City — 
shooting, stab­ 
bing, 
assault. 
And we learn Garry C. Meyers 
that policemen are being stationed 
at many of these schools. 
How­ 
ever, from all the conferences of 
school authorities, mayor, school 
superintendent, Board of Fduca- 
tion, school principals, teachers 
and welfare leaders, one hears 
nothing about the headwaters of 
the flood of juvenile delinquency 
and crime—Hie home nursery’. 


IF WE ARE ever to check this 
growing national disgrace, parents 
will have to begin at the crib to 
teach children the meaning 
of 
“ No!” in a family atmosphere of 
love and understanding. 
With the eyes of the public on 
youths who go wrong at school 
or elsewhere, the need of early 
home discipline has been forgot­ 
ten. 
True, a good many of the big 
army of juvenile delinquents came 
from underprivileged homes and 
communities. But there's growing 
ev idence that more and more of 
them are coming from so-called 
“ good homes” and “ good com­ 
munities.” In these homes a n d 
communities there is still a rem ­ 
nant of good influences, but these 
influences are waning in forces for 
good. 
As anybody knows, the long pre­ 


vailing 
doctrine 
of 
home 
“ re- 
straints-to-the-winds,” especially in 
the child’s early years, which has 
been spread in recent decades by- 
gifted and influential writers on 
child-rearing, was first accepted 
hook, line and sinker by tile in- 
telligensia of America. 


MORE OFTEN than not, these 
included the most influential par­ 
ents in any community, the lead­ 
ers in churches, PTAs, civic and 
welfare clubs. 
More often than 
not, these names and pictures have 
appeared in the social pages of the 
newspapers. Many of these par­ 
ents seemed to enjoy a feeling of 
superiority over parents who more 
wisely disciplined their young chil­ 
dren not realizing the great civiliz­ 
ing influence these well - disci­ 
plined neighbors’ children had. But 
gradually the supply of well-dis­ 
ciplined 
neighbor 
children 
h a s 
grown smaller and smaller. 
Obviously, the more privileged 
and influential parents of any com­ 
munity tend to set the pattern of 
child-rearing for all the commun­ 
ity. 
Why should not tile public lead­ 
ers in New York City and else­ 
where plead with these parents 
to discipline their children more 
effectively when they are mere 
tots?

Paul V. H arper, surgeon of Ar- 
gonne Cancer R esearch Hospital 
and University of Chicago, .and 
Dr. William M. Ironside, ear and 
throat specialist of the University 
of Chicago M edical and Biological 
R esearch Center. 
Two to six feet of the plastic 
tubing is wound in and around the 
cancer-sick area when it cannot 
safely be rem oved by surgery . 
A few d ^ s later, the protruding 
ends of the tubes are filled with 
the radioactive fluid. It can be 
pum ped in and out to ex pose the 
cancerous tissue to the radioactive 
ray s.
